Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota:

Section 1. That section one (1) of an act entitled “an
act to regulate insurance companies not incorporated by
the State of Minnesota,” approved February sixth, (6th)
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eighteen hundred and sixty, (1860) be and the same is
hereby amended so a8 to read as follows:

Sec. 1. That it shall not be lawful for any agent or
agents of any insurance company incorporated by an
oﬁ.\er State than the State of Minnesota, directly or indi-
rectly to take any risks or transact any business of insu-
rance in this State without such company has first ob-
tained a certificate of authority from the State treasurer,
and before obtaining such certificate such insurance com-
pany shall furnish said Treasurer with a statement under
the oath of the president, or secretary of the company,
which statement shall show—

First. The name and locality of the company.

Second. The amount of its capital stock and the
amount paid up.

Third. The amount of its accumulations.

Fourth. The assets of the company, including—

1st. The amount of cash on hand and in the hands of
agents or other persons.

2d. The real estate unenenmbered.

3d. The bonds owned by the company, and how they
are secured, with the rate of interest thereon.

ath. Debts to the company secured by mortgages.

5th. Debts otherwise gecured.

6th. Debts for premiums.

7th. All other secarities.

Fifth. The amount ot liabilities due or not due to
banks or other creditors by the company.

Sixth., Losses adjusted and due.

Seventh. Losses adjusted and not dne

Eighth., Losses unadjusted.

Ninth. Losses in suspense, waiting for further proof.

Tenth. All other claims against tﬁe company.

Eleventh. The greatest amount insured in any one
risk.

Twelfth. The greatest amount allowed by the rules
to be insured in any one city, town or village.

Thirteenth., Thegreatest amount allowed to be insured
in any one block. '

Fourteenth. The act of incorporation of such com-

any.
P Which statement shall be filed in the office of said
treasurer, together with a written agreement under the
geal of the company, signed by the president and secre-
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tary thereof and agreeing on the part of the company that
gervice of procesg in any civil action sgainst snch com-
pany may be made upon any agent of the company in
this State, and authorizing such agent for and in behalf
of such company, to admitsuch service or process on him,
and agreeing that the serviee of process upon any such
agent shall be valid and binding upon the company asif
made upon the president or secretary thereof; and no
gtock insurance company, or agent or agents of any such
insurance company, incorporated by any other State shall
transact any business of Insurance in this State unless
such company is possessed of at least one hundred thous-
and dollars in value of actual capital invested in stocks,
or in bonds or mortgages of real estate worth double the
amount for which the same is mortgaged ; and no mutnal
insurance company or agent or agents of any such insu-
rance company incorporated by any other State, shall
transact any business of insurance 1n this State unless
guch company shall have at least twelve thousand mem-
bers or stockgolders and be possessed of at least two hun-
dred thousand dollars in value of actual capital invested
in stocks or in bends and mortgages of real estate worth
double the amount for which the same is mortgaged; or
in premium notes of stockholders of said company ; and
upon ﬁlinsg of the aforesaid statement and instrament
with the State treasurer, and furnishing him with satis-
factory evidence of such investment as aforesaid, it shall
be the duty of said treasurer to issue a certificate thereof,
with authority to such company to transact the business
of insurance 1n this State by its agent or agents.

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage.
